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Continuation of 3. NOTE: That the isolation region is no longer formed within the trench but is, instead, formed "over the semiconductor 
substrate" while the trench is formed "in the semiconductor substrate" is a new issue. 

Continuation of 5. NOTE: The claims are still found indefinite -as presently written- because it is unclear how the isolation region can be 
"over the substrate" but also "in" the substrate, by virtue of being "in a trench formed in the semiconductor substrate." Perhaps the 
limitation regarding the isolation region might be phrased, "an isolation region having a first portion within a trench formed in the 
semiconductor substrate and a second portion extending above the first portion, wherein the second portion is narrower in width than the 
first portion and extends above the semiconductor substrate..." This phrasing at least eliminates the indefiniteness generated by 
indicating that the entirety of the isolation region is simultaneously in and over the semiconductor substrate, by immediately stating that 
the first portion of the isolation region is in the substrate while the second portion extends above the substrate. Again, this is merely a 
suggestion. 
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
